We cannot help feeling that, in the press of the heavy war- 
time responsibility which is his as an executive of this section's 
most important war plant, he has not had the time to fully in- 
form himself concerning the political situation in Narberth. 

For these are other issues involved in this campaign besides 
the political fate of Mr. Colelli . . . issues of far greater import- 
ance to the democracy for which our Narberth boys are fighting 
than what may or may not happen to Mr. Colelli, Yale alumnus 
though he be. 

We think the principles underlying these issues are im- 
portant to Mr. Wood, for he has unstintingly given of fine 
courage and ability through the years to preserve them. 

In the fourth paragraph of his letter, Mr. Wood— almost as 
an afterthought— touches on one of these issues when he men- 
tions that there are two other candidates in the field besides 
Colelli and says "That is as it should be, for it is better to have 
offices contested." 

That is one big issue in this campaign, Mr. Wood. We want 
to see a contest — a real contest. 

We don't have to tell you, Mr. Wood, what this struggle is 
about in Narberth. We don't have to tell you why there is whis- 
pering; why malicious slanders are being passed about; why un- 
substantiated charges are being made against Colelli's opponents. 
It is not to protect Mr. Colelli and the class of 1912 at his Alma 
Mater, Yale. All these things— even to your being persuaded to 
round up the big-name list — are being done because the attempt 
of the so-called Regular Republican Organization of Narberth to 
avoid a contest is being challenged. 

You are right, Mr. Wood, — "it is better to have offices con- 
tested." 

From the start— not just recently— this publication pro- 
tested against the infamous and illegal caucus held by a group of 
21 Republicans in the Borough several months ago when Mr. 
Colelli was endorsed. Here were our reasons — and they are still 

good : 

1. The meeting was called by Republican Party officials for 
the purpose of endorsing certain candidates and throwing the 
weight of the Republican Party machinery behind these can- 
didates. 

2. The gathering was limited by invitation to committee 
men and women, party workers and political job holders. It 
was not thrown open to the Republican public. 

3. Calling of the meeting and procedure of the meeting was 
dominated by Republican committee members and, in particular, 
job-holding Republican committee members. 

All of this is wrong. It neither makes for a good Republi- 
can party or for a good Narberth. This is why: 

Committeemen and women are party officials elected to rep- 
resent the entire party. This doesn't mean any one faction of 
the party, but all factions. Neither does their election give 
them the right to use the party machinery, whose custodians 
they are, to suppress another, independent faction. Politically, 
they are elected to fight Democrats— not to engage, in internecine 
warfare. 

By selective invitations, they have no right to bar other 
Republicans from a caucus where the business is to pledge all 
Republicans to a blanket endorsement of certain candidates. 

This is not theorizing. This is written in party rules for 
„ both Republicans and Democrats. ,Anri it wakes, sense, for. •with,,.. 
"wisdom, it helps "preserve the free and open primary. 

We objected to another thing about, this politically illegal 
caucus: That the caucjus was dominated, for the most part, by 
job-holding politicians. In this case, the most honorably-inten- 
tioned men might have been involved, but the risk of democracy 
is too great when servants of the people tend to become masters 
of the people by picking candidates who will be elected to govern 

the people. 

We hope. Mr. Wood, that your good old Yale Citizens Com- 
mittee won't try to tell us that anyone could have filed papers 
for the magistrate office and that the free choice of the people 
has not been disturbed. It doesn't work out that way. and those 
who held that little caucus of 21 tried and true and regular Re- 
publicans knew that it doesn't. That is why they wanted to steal 
a march and put the nomination in the bag. At least, that is 
what they expected would happen. 

Tlia something else has happened— that their time-table is 
off schedule; that good old Yale finds itself ba-cked up against 
its own goal posts— is something we shall have to credit to the 
gloriously independent spirit of Narberth— a spirit to which we 
know tdespite any political differences between us) you have 
contributed a great and full share.

Walter A. Fox. a member of the 
Narberth Borough Council, who 
is working with the Legion, pre- 
sented the resolution to Council. 

"This building is the crux of 
Narberth's history. There should 
be no half way measures what-so- 
ever." he added. 

An appropriation of $300 was 
made by Council for the prelim 
inarv plans and the necesasry de 
tail work bv the Planning Com 
mission of Narberth which will 
studv the resolution and cantact 
all Borough organizations before 
making their final report to Coun- 
cil. 

Cost of the Building will be 
shared bv Narberth taxpayers, and 
the Borough will provide the 
financial backing and mainten- 
ance. 

The Legion Post itself plan to 
raise funds for a War Memorial 
Tablet, plaque or other suitable 
means of recognition which will 
be a part of the building.

Share of Gas Tax 
For Local Roads 

Half-Cent Per 
Gallon Goes to 
Municipalities 



All municipalities of Delaware 
and Montgomery counties will 
profit by a bill passed in the re- 
cent session of the State Legisla- 
ture whereby one-half cent of the 
four cents per gallon State gas- 
oline tax will be delivered to the 
municipalities for road work. ■ 

Another half-cent has been go- 
ing to the counties of the State 
for county-aid highway work in 
conjunction with the municipal- 
iies. but many of the counties 
have not been giving municipali- 
ties the benefit, of this. Until the 
war tied up materials and man- 
power Montgomery has had an 
extensive county-aid program but 
such a program was never fully 
developed in Delaware County. 

The new half-cent diversion 
will go direct to the municipali- 
ties' and be earmarked for high- 
way work. In Haverford Town- 
ship it will amount to approxim- 
ately S25.000 annually. 

Hai'rv Fritschman. secretary of 
Haverford Township, reported at 
a meeting of the commissioners 
Mondav night that diversion of 
the half-cent aas tax to the mu- , 
nicipalities could be credited to | 
the Pennsylvania Association of j 
First Class Townships.

INCREASED NEED FOR NURSES SEEN 

Victory in Europe has increased, rather than decreased the 
Army's. need for nurses and will not affect the urgent requirements 
for recruits to the U. S. Cadet Nurse Corps, the Office of War In- 
formation announced. According to the Surgeon General, U. S. 
Army, the Army Nurse Corps today is 9,000 nurses short of its June 
1 goal of 60,000 nurses. Before July 1, 1946, there must be an in- 
crease in nursing strength in this country of nearly 14,000 nurses in 
the military and . government services, and more than 35,000 for 
civilian needs, or a total of nearly 50,000 additional nurses, accord- 
ing to the Public Health Service. It is expected, however, that most 
of this need will be met by graduates from the U. S. Cadet Nurse 
Corps. It is anticipated that more than 30,000 student nurses will 
graduate between July 1, 1945 and July 1, 1946. To help meet these 
needs further there is an immediate urgency for 10,000 new student 
nurses to fill Spring class.es by June 30, and for an additional 60.000 
new students during the period from July 1, 1945 to June 30, 1946, 
OWI was told. *

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Night-Time Silence on Okinawa is Filled 
With Familiar But Eerie War Noises

Editor's Note: Ernie Pyle was several dispatches ahead when he met 
death from a Jap machine gun on Ic island. This newspaper will con- , 
Untie to print, these for a few weeks. 

Okinawa (by navy radio). — Our first night on Okinawa was un- 
canny and full of old familiar sounds— the exciting, sad, weary little 
sounds of war. 

It had been six months since I'd slept on the ground, or neara 
a rifle shot. With the marines it was a bout the same. 

I was tagging along with at rimkness rame flares

ment. We were on a pretty, grassy 
country. The front lines were 
about a thousand yards ahead. 
Other troops were bivouacked all 
around us. 

There were still a few snipers 
hiding around. An officer was 
brought in just before dark, shot 
through the arm. So we were on 
our toes. 

Just at dusk three planes flew 
slowly overhead in the direction 
of the beach. We paid no atten- 
tion, for we thought they were 
ours. But they weren't. 

In a moment all hell cut loose 
from the beach. Our entire fleet 
and the 'guns ashore started 
throwing stuff into the sky. I've 
jiaver seen a thicker batch of 
nck-ficlc. 

Ar one of the marines said, 
there were more bullets than 



began lighting the country ahead 
of us over the front lines. They 
were shot- in shells from our bat- 
tleships, timed to burst above our 
lines, and float down on para- 
chutes. That was to keep the 
country lighted up so we could 
see the Japs if they tried to in- 
filtrate, which is one of their fa- 
vorite tricks. 

The flares were shot up several 
per minute from dusk until the 
moon came out full. It was very 
bright after that and the flares 
were not needed. 

But all night long two or three 
ships kept up a slow shelling of 
the far hills where the Japs were 
supposed to be. It wasn't a bom- 
bardment; just two or three shells 
o\er us and I found that passing 
shells have the same ghostly 
"winning shade rustle" on this

after we had landed on Okinawa. 
All three were shot down. 

As deep darkness came on we 
got into our foxholes and settled 



down for the night. The country 
side became as silent as a grave 
yard — silent, that is, between 
shots. There were no country 
sounds at all. The sky was a riot 
of stars. 

Capt. Tom Brown was in the 
foxhole next to me. As we lay 
there on our backs, looking up in- 
to the starry sky. he said: 

"There's the Big Dipper. That's 
the first time I've seen that since 
I've been in the Pacific." For. you 
see, marines of this division have 
done all their fighting under the 
Southern Cross, where our Big 
Dipper doesn't show 



lying on the ground. All night 
officers sat on the ground at these 
four pieces of communications 
and directed our troops. 

As I lay there listening in the 
dark, the conversation was start- 
lingly familiar— the words and 
the thoughts and the actions ex- 
actly as I'd known them for so 
long in the infantry. 

All night I could hear these low 
voices over the phones — voices in 
the darkness, voices of men run- 
ning the war at the front. 

Not long after dark the rifle 
shots started. There would be a 
little flurry far ahead, maybe a 
dozen shots. Then silence for 
rnany minutes. 

Then there would be another 
flurry, way to the left. Then si- 
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lence. Then the blurt of a ma- 
chine gun closer, and a few scat- 
tered single shots sort of framing 
it. Then a long silence. Spooky. 

All night it went like that. 
Flares in the sky ahead, the crack 
of big guns behind us, then of 
passing shells, a few dark figures 
coming and going in the night, 
muted voices at the telephones, 
the rifle shots, the mosquitoes, the 
stars, the feel of the damp night 
air under the wide sky — back 
again at the kind of life I had 
known so long. 

The old familiar pattern, un- 
changed by distance or time from 
war on the other side of the 
world. A pattern so imbedded in 
my soul that, coming back into it 
again, it seemed to me as I lay 
there that I'd never known any- 
thing else in my life. And there 
are millions of us. 
SPEEDS NIGHT IN 
GYPSY HIDEOUT 

The company commander, Capt. 
Julian Dusenbury, said I could 
have my choice of two places to 
spend the first night with his 
company. 

One was with him in his com- 
mand post. The command post 
was a big, round Japanese gun 
emplacement, made of sandbags. 
The Japs had never occupied it, 
but they had stuck a log out of it, 
pointing toward the sea and mak- 
ing it look like a gun to aerial 
reconnaissance. 

Captain Dusenbury and a cou- 
ple of his officers had spread pon- 
chos on the ground inside the 
emplacement and had hung their 
telephone on a nearby tree and 
were ready for business. There 
was no roof on the emplacement. 
It was right on top of a hill and 
cold and very windy. 

My other choice was with a 
couple of enlisted men who had 
room for me in a little Gypsy-like 
hideout they'd made. 

It was a tiny, level place about 
halfway down the hillside, away 
from the sea. They'd made a roof 
over it by tying ponchos to trees 
and had dug up some Japanese 
straw mats out of a farmhouse to 
lay on the ground. 

I chose the second of these two 
places, partly because it was 
warmer, and also because I want- 
ed to be with the men anyhow. . 

My two "roommates" were Cpl. 
Martin Clayton, Jr., of Dallas, 
Texas, and Pfc. William Gross of 
Lansing, Mich. 

Clayton is nicknamed "Bird 
Dog" and nobody ever calls him 
anything else. He is tall, thin and 
dark, almost Latin-looking. He 
sports a puny little mustache he's 
been trying to grow for weeks 
and he makes fun of it. 

Gross is simply called Gross. He 
is very quiet, but thoughtful of 
little things and they both sort 
of looked after me for several 
days. These two boys have be- 
come very close friends, and after 
the war they intend to go to 
UCLA together and finish their 
education. 

The boys said we could all three 
sleep side by side in the same 
"bed." So I got out my contribu- 
tion to the night's beauty rest. 
And it was a very much appreci- 
ated contribution, too. For I had 
carried a blanket as well as a 
poncho. 

These marines had been sleep- 
ing every night on the ground 
with no cover, except their cold, 
rubberized ponchos, and they had 
almost frozen.' to death. Their 
packs were so heavy they hadn't 
been able to bring blankets ashore 
with them. 

Our next door neighbors were 
about three feet away in a similar 
level spot on the hillside, and they 
had roofed it similarly with pon- 
chos. These two men were Sgt. 
Neil Anderson of Coronado. Calif., 
and Sgt. George Valido of Tampa, 
Fla. 

So we chummed up and the five 
of us cooked supper under a tree 
just in front of our "house." The 
boys made a fire out of sticks and 
we put canteen cups and K ra- 
tions right on the fire. 

Other little groups of marines 
had similar little fires going all 
over the hillside. As we were eat- 
ing, another marine came past 
and gave Bird Dog a big piece of 
fresh roasted pig they had just 
cooked, and Bird Dog gave me 
some. It sure was good after days 
of K rations. 

Several of the boys found their 
K rations moldy, and mine was 
too. It was the old-fashioned kind 
and we finally realized they were 
1942 rations and had been stored, 
probably in Australia, all this 
time. 

Suddenly downhill a few yards, 
we heard somebody yell and start 
cussing and then there was a lot 
of laughter. What had happened 
was that one marine had heated a 
K ration can and. because it was 
pressure packed, it exploded when 
he pried it open and there were 
hot egg yolks over him. Usually 
the boys open a can a little first, 
and release the pressure before 
heating, so the can won't explode. 



Haverford Upsets 
LMerion Twice 

Fords' 13-Win Streak 
Snapped By Homer 
At Norristown, 3-1 



Haverford High's baseball 
streak is no more, but thanks to 
two victories over Lower Merion 
and a Norristown team that shows 
no partiality the Fords are still 
leading the Suburban One League 
by a one-game margin over sec- 
ond place Cheltenham. 

Haverford plays at Chelten- 
ham next Monday and if victori- 
ous will be sure of no worse than 
a tie for its third straight pen- 
nant. A victory for the Panthers, 
however, would tie up the race 
and keep the winner in doubt un- 
til the final games. 

Charlie Gunther, veteran right- 
hander who is enjoying' his finest 
season, will be handed the assign- 
ment of getting the Fords past 
this crucial contest. Gunther en- 
tered the schoolboy Hall of Fame 
last Friday when he set down 
Lower Merion without a hit or run 
in a 1-0 thriller that accaunted 
for Haverford's 13th straight vic- 
tory. 

Gunther limited Norristown to 
just two hits on Monday, but one 
of these was a blazing 280-foot 
home run smash over the right 
field fence by Charlie Hood with 
a man on in the sixth inning and 
it accounted for a 3-1 Norristown 
victory and Haverford's first de- 
feat of the year. 

Roy Allen hurled Haverford 
back to its winning ways on Tues- 
day when he allowed only three 
hits as the Fords pounded Lower 
Merion into submission, 7-2, for a 
clean sweep of the season's series 
for the second straight year. 

Gunther fanned six, walked but 
one in becoming the second Ford 
pitcher to hurl a no-hitter this 
season. Bill Snyder having turned 
the trick against Haverford School 
several weeks ago. But as bril- 
liant as Gunther was he was for- 
tunate to escape being scored upon 
as two errors, one a two base wild 
throw, had him in a hole in the 
first inning and L. M. would have 
scored had it not been for poor 
base running. 

Lower Merion never threatened 
thereafter. 

Jay O'Brien scored the winning 
run for Haverford in the second 
inning, forcing Ernie Prudente, 
who opened the inning with a 
single, at second, stealing second 
and coming home on Jim Sheri- 
dan's long liner to left center.

Lower Merion kept its league 
record at an even .500 when it 
downed Radnor High for the sec- 
ond time. 8-1, on Monday at Ard- 
more. Dave Erickson held the 
Raiders to two hits and accounted 
for three of the Maroon runs with 
two singles and a triple. 

Lower Merion goes to Abington 
Monday and invades Norristown 
next Thursday.
